4% This publication contains estimates of the civilian labour force derived 
from the Labour Force Survey component of the monthly population survey 
for the period 1978-95. It provides an update for the previous issue which 
covered the period 1978-89. 


2_~=s Estimates of the civilian labour force and gross changes (flows) derived 
from matched records, are published each month in Labour Force, 
Australia (6203.0). Preliminary survey results are published in advance of 
this more detailed publication in Labour Force, Australia, Preliminary 
(6202.0). These data are also available on microfiche or as a special data 
service, For details, see the list of related publications in paragraph 35 or 
contact any ABS office. 


3 Although emphasis in the population survey is placed on the regular 
collection of specific data on demographic and labour force characteristics 

of the population, supplementary and special surveys of particular aspects of 
the labour force or of other subjects are carried out from time to time. 
Statistics from these surveys are available on request. 


4 The population survey is based on a multi-stage area sampie of private 
dweilings (currently about 30,000 houses, flats, etc.) and a list sample of 
non-private dwellings (hotels, motels, etc.}, and covers about 0.5% of the 
population of Australia. The information is obtained from the occupants of 
selected dwellings by specially trained interviewers. The interviews are 
generally conducted during the Z weeks beginning on the Monday bermveen 
the 6th and 12th of each month. The information obtained relates to the 
week before the interview (i.e. the reference week). 


5 The Labour Force Survey includes all persons aged 15 and over except: 


a members of the permanent defence forces: 

» certain diplomatic personnel of overseas governments, customarily 
excluded from census and estimated populations; 

s overseas residents in Australia: and 


s members of non-Australian defence forces (and their dependants) 
stationed in Australia. 


From July 1993 Jervis Bay Territory is also exchided from the scope of the 
survey. Before July 1993 it was included in estimates for the Australian 
Capital Territory. 


6 Inthe Labour Force Survey, coverage rules are applied which aim to 
ensure that each person is associated with only one dwelling, and hence has 
only one chance of selection. The chance of a person being enumerated at 
two separate dwellings in the one survey is considered to be negligible. 


7 Persons who are away from their usual residence for 6 weeks or less at 
the time of interview are enumerated at their usual residence (relevant 
information may be obtained from other usual residents present at the time 
of the survey).

QUESTIONNAIRE CHANGES 


INCLUSION OF CONTRIBUTING 
FAMILY WORKERS 


8 Labour Force Survey estimates of persons employed, unemployed and 
not in the labour force are calculated in such a way as to add up to the 
independently estimated distribution of the usually resident population 
aged 15 and over by age and sex. This procedure compensates for 
under-enumeration in the survey, and leads to more reliable estimates. 
Persons who, at the time of interview, are overseas for more than 6 weeks 
but for less than 12 months are included in the independent population 
statistics (benchmarks) and are thus provided for in the calculation of the 
estimates. The benchmarks are the latest available estimates at the time the 
Labour Force Survey is conducted, but they usually differ from the official 
population estimates subsequently published in Australian Demographic 
Statistics (3101.0) because they are derived from incomplete information 
about population changes. 


$ Survey estimates are not revised for the usually small amendments of 
population benchmarks arising from new data on deaths and overseas and 
internal migration. Revisions are made, however, after each Census of 
Population and Housing, and when population estimation bases are 
reviewed. These revisions affect original, seasonally adjusted and trend 
estimates. The last such revision was made in February 1994 to take account 
of the results of the 1991 Census of Population and Housing, which affected 
all the monthly estimates from January 1989 to January 1994. For further 
information see the Appendix. 


10 Population benchmarks used in the estimation of Labour Force Survey 
data are compiled according to place of usual residence. For an explanation 
of the conce pial basis of population estimates, see Information Paper: 
Population Estimates: An Outline of The New Conceptual Basis of ABS 
Population Estimates (3216.0). Prior to October 1982, labour force 
estimates were based on a combination of place of enumeration and place 
of usual residence. 


11 National surveys were conducted in February, May, August and 
November each year from 1964 to February 1978. The survey has been 
conducted on a monthly basis since February 1978. 


12 The questionnaire used in the survey for the collection of labour force 
data has been revised from time to time, the latest occasion being for the 
April 1986 survey. Details of these changes have been published in 
information Paper: Questionnaires Used in the Labour Force Survey 
(6232.0) in March 19°78, December 1981, August 1984, June 1986, June 
1991 and March 1993. 


13 In April 1986, the questionnaire was revised following the extension of 
the definition of employed persons to include persons who worked without 
pay between 1 and 14 hours per week in a family business or on a farm {i.e. 
contributing family workers). This definition aligned the Australian labour 
force concepts with the set of definitions adopted by the 13th International 
Conference of Labour Statisticians in October 1982. 


14 Previously, contributing family workers who worked 1-14 hours, or 
who had such a job but were not at work, were defined as either 
unemployed or not in the labour force, depending on whether they were 
actively looking for work. In order to assist users to assess the impact of the 
change, estimates for March 1986 based on the new definition were shown 
in footnotes to tables 1 and 2 of the February, March and April 1987 issues 
of Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 








COMPARABILITY OF SERIES 


SURVEY SAMPLE REDESIGN 


RELIASILITY OF THE ESTIMATES 


15 As noted in paragraph 9, estimates from January 1989 were revised to 
conform to revised population estimates following the 1991 Census of 
Population and Housing, and are thus not stricthy comparable with estimates 
for periods prior to January 1989, An examination of the revised estimates 
showed that the effects on Labour Force Survey estimates for the period 
before January 1989 were inconsequential, and that no meaningful purpose 
would be served by publishing revised estimates for that period. 


16 Comparability with estimates produced from the quarterly Survey of 
Employment and Earnings is affected by the use of a different survey 
methodology and definitions. The Labour Force Survey provides estimates 
of people in jobs whereas the Survey of Employment and Earnings provides 
an estumate of the number of jobs held by wage and salary earners. A more 
detatled description of the differences between these two series is provided 
in /mformation Paper: Comparison of Employmeni Estimates from the 
Labour Force Survey and the Survey of Employment and Earnings (6263.0). 


17 Following each Population Census, the ABS redesigns and reselects the 
Labour Force Survey to take into account the new information which is 
obtained from the Census. The sample used in the Labour Force Survey 
from September 1987 to August 1992, which was designed and selected 
using preliminary data from the 1986 Census, was updated and reselected 
using information collected in the 1991 Census. The new sample was 
phased in over the period September 1992 to December 1992. For 
additional information, see Information Paper: Labour Force Survey Sample 
Design (6269.0), available from any ABS office. 


18 The sampling fractions for each State or Territory differ and are such 
that the resultant sample yields reliable estimates of the main labour force 
aggregates for each State and Terntory. The sampling fractions for the new 
sample together with the sampling fractions determined from the 1986 
Census are:

19 Estimates in this publication are subject to two sources of error: 


= sampling error: since the estimates are based on information obtained 
from occupants ofa sample of dwellings they, and the movements 
derived from them, may differ from the figures that would have been 
produced if all dwellings had been inchided in the survey. More 
information on this topic is given in the Technical Notes; and 

a non-sampling error: inaccuracies may occur because of imperfections in 
reporting by respondents and interviewers and errors made in coding 
and processing data. These inaccuracies may occur in any enumeration, 
whether it be a full count or a sampte. Every effort is made to reduce the 
non-sampling error to a minimum by careful design of questionnaires, 
intensive training and supervision of interviewers and efficient operating 
procedures. 











DIFFERENCES BETWEEN 
CENSUS AND LABOUR FORCE 
SURVEY ESTIMATES 


SEASONAL ADJUSTMENT 


20 The results of the 1991 Census of Population and Housing show that 
labour force estimates derived from the Census differ from those derived 
from the Labour Force Survey. 


21 The broad concepts underlying the measures of the labour force and its 
components, employment and unemployment, are similar in the Census 
and the survey. It should be noted, however, that census estimates of 
unemployment do not take into account the ‘available for work’ criterion. 


22 There are considerable differences in both the collection methodology 
adopted (including the detailed questions asked) and estimation 
procedures. Factors contributing to differences in estimates include 
under-enumeration in the Population Census for which census labour force 
estimates have not been adjusted, the use in the Labour Force Survey of 
population benchmarks derived from incomplete information about 
population change (see paragraph 9), the inclusion of permanent defence 
forces in census estimates, the personal interview approach adopted in the 
survey as opposed to self-enumeration of census schedules, differing 
questions used to determine labour force characteristics (particularly the 
identification of unemployed persons) and differing methods of adjustment 
for non-response to the survey or census. 


23 The Labour Force Survey provides detailed and up-to-date estimates of 
employment and unemployment for Australia, States and regions, whereas 
the Census of Population and Housing provides counts for small areas but 
in less detail than is available from the survey. 


24 These considerations should be borne in mind when comparisons are 
made between Population Census and Labour Force Survey estimates. 


25 Seasonally adjusted series are published in tables 2, 5, 12, 23 and 26. 
Seasonal adjustment is a means of removing the estimated effects of normal 
seasonal variation from the series so that the effects of other influences on 
the series can be recognised more clearly. Seasonal adjustment does not 
remove the irregular or non-seasonal influences which may be present in 
any particular month. This means that month-to-month movements of the 
seasonally adjusted estimates may not be reliable indicators of trend 
behaviour. For example, irregular factors unrelated to the trend account for 
more than half the seasonally adjusted movement in series at the Australia 
level with the following frequency:

26 The seasonal factors for ail seasonally adjusted series are reviewed 
annually to take account of each additional year’s original data. The latest 
review, in February 1996, revised the Australian and State seasonally 
adjusted and trend monthly series back to February 1978. Information about 
the method of adjustment and revised seasonally adjusted and trend 
estimates for all months since January 1990 for Australia and the States were 
published in an Appendix to the February 1996 issue of Labour Force, 
Australia (6203.0). 








TREND ESTIMATION 


MONTH-TO-MONTH 
MOVEMENTS 


INDUSTRY 


27 Smoothing seasonally adjusted series produces a measure of trend by 
reducing the impact of the irregular component of the series. The monthly 
trend estimates are derived by applying a 13-term Henderson-weighted 
moving average to all months except the last six. The last 6 monthly trend 
estimates are obtained by applying surrogates of the Henderson average to 
the seasonally adjusted senes. Quarterly trend estimates (e.g. employment 
by industry) are derived by applying a 7-term Henderson moving average to 
the seasonally adjusted series. The 7-term Henderson average also uses 
surrogate forms of the average as the end of a time series is approached. 
Unlike the surrogate weights of the 13-term Henderson used on monthly 
data, the weights employed here are tailored to suit the particular 
characteristics of individual series. These trend series are used to analyse the 
underlying behaviour of the series over time. Tables 3,5, 13, 24 and 27 
show trend estimates. The trend series of the participation rate for married 
females are based on smoothed population estimates. 


28 While this smoothing technique enables estimates to be produced 
which include the latest month, it does result in revisions to the most recent 
months as additional observations become available. Generally, subsequent 
revisions become smaller, and after 3 months or 2 quarters have a negligible 
umpact on the series. There will also be revisions as a result of the annual 
review of seasonal factors mentioned above in paragraph 26. 


29 Users may wish to refer to the ABS publication A Guide to Interpreting 
Time Series — Monitoring “Trends”, an Overview (1348.0) for further 
information about trend estimates. Details of the trend weighting patterns 
are available on request from the Assistant Director, Time Series Analysis on 
(06) 252 6345. 


30 Care should be taken in the interpretation of month-to-month 
movements in these estimates. Survey estimates are subject to sampling and 
non-sampling variability as explained in paragraph 19. 


31 From August 1994, Labour Force Survey industry data are classified 
according to the Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial 
Classification (ANZSIC), a detailed description of which appears in ANZSIC 
1993 (1292.0). Like the previous Australian Standard Industrial Classification 
(ASIC), ANZSIC classifies businesses according to their economic activities, 
in a structure consisting of 4 leveis (Division, Sub-division, Group and 
Class). Labour Force Survey data are coded at the Group level, as was the 
practice under ASIC. 


32 To enable the conversion of historical data from ASIC to ANZSIC for the 
period November 1984 to May 1994, a concordance was published in the 
August 1994 issue of Labour Force, Australia (6203.0) and in the 
Information Paper: Labour Force Survey; Introduction of ANZSIC for 
Industry Data (Replacement publication (6259.0). It has been found that 
the concordance, which was based on preliminary investigations, did not 
provide the most appropriate conversion for certain Group level industries. 
An improved concordance has been applied to historical Labour Force 
Survey industry estimates from November 1984 to May 1994. Revised data 
are included in the appropriate tables of this bulletin and in the latest issue 
of the Information Paper; Labour Force Survey: Revisions to Historical 
ANZSIC Industry Data (6259.0). For further information about the new

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APPENDIX: REVISED LABOUR FORCE SURVEY ESTIMATES 
JANUARY 1989 TO JANUARY 1994 


INTRODUCTION Revised estimates for principal Labour Force Survey (LFS) series were first 
presented in the February 1994 issue of Labour Force, Australia, 
Preliminary (6202.0). The Appendix to the February 1994 issue of Labour 

i Force, Australia (6203.0) also contained revised estimates for the period 

: from January 1990 onwards. The revisions took into account revised 

population estimates based on the results of the 1991 Census of Population 

and Housing. 


The revisions were necessary to ensure that comparisons of survey estimates 
from February 1994 (based on 1991 Census population totais) with 
estimates for the period January 1989 to January 1994 (previously based on 
1986 Census population totals) could be made on a sound basis. Such 
comparisons would otherwise be distorted by an unquantified effect due 
solely to a change in estimates of the population. 


An examination of the revised estimates between June 1986 and June 1991 
showed that the effects on survey estimates for the period before January 
1989 were inconsequential, and that no meaningful purpose would be 
served by publishing revised estimates for that penod. 


This Appendix examines the impact of the revised population totals on 
some of the main estimates produced from the survey. 





POPULATION BENCHMARKS LFS estimates of persons employed, unemployed and not in the labour force 
are calculated in such a way as to add to independently estimated counts 
(benchmarks) of the usually-resident civilian population aged 15 and over. 


The benchmarks are based on Census of Population and Housing data, 
adjusted for under-enumeration and updated monthly for births, deaths, 
interstate migration and net permanent and long-term immigration. 
Benchmarks are classified by State/Territory of usual residence, part of State 
of usual residence (metropolitan/non-metropolitan), age and sex, which are 
known as benchmark cells. 


Expansion factors or weights are applied to the sample responses to derive 
estimates that relate to the whole population in the scope of the survey. In 
essence, weights are calculated each month by dividing the population in 
each benchmark celi by the number of persons in the corresponding sample 
cell (with adjustments for persons enumerated away from their State of 
usual residence). Each sample respondent is then given a weight 
corresponding to the State/Territory of usual residence, part of State of 
usual residence, age and sex cell. 


Estimates of the total number of persons in the population with a certain 
characteristic are formed by summing the weights of the persons in the 
sample with that characteristic. The weighting procedure reduces sampling 
variability by ensuring that estimates conform to the benchmark distribution 
of the population by age, sex and geographic area while at the same time 
automatically compensating and adjusting for any underenumeration or 
nof-response in the survey. 


REVISION OF ESTIMATES Survey estirnates are not revised for the usually small amendments of 
population benchmarks arising from new data on deaths and overseas and 
internal migration. 


Revisions are made, however, after each Census of Population and Housing 
and when population estimation bases are reviewed. These revisions affect 
original, seasonally adjusted and trend estimates. The last such revision was

made in February 1989 to take account of the results of the 1986 Census of 
Population and Housing, which affected all the monthly estimates from 
January 1984 to January 1989. 


The post-1991 Census revision generally resulted in downward adjustments 
to population estimates. The male population was revised downwards by 
10,000 in January 1989 and by 63,900 in January 1994. In contrast, the 
female population increased by 7,300 in January 1989, falling by 36,100 in 
January 1994.

ESTIMATION PROCEDURE 


REUABILITY OF THE 
ESTIMATES 


A new sample for the Labour Force Survey (LFS) was phased in over the 
period September to December 1992. For information about the sample 
design see Information Paper: Labour Force Survey Sample Design 
(6269.0). 


The labour force estimates are derived from the population survey by use of 
a complex ratio estimation procedure, which ensures that the survey 
estimates conform to an independently estimated distribution of the 
population by age and sex, rather than to the age and sex distribution within 
the sample itself. For further information, see the Appendr. 


Two types of error are possible in an estimate based on a sample survey: 
sampling error and non-sampling error. The sampling error is a measure of 
the variability that occurs by chance because a sample, rather than the entire 
population, is surveyed. Since the estimates in this publication are hased on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample of dwellings they and the 
movements derived from them are subject to sampling variability, that ts, 
they may differ from the estimates that would have been produced if all 
dwellings had been inchided in the surveys. One measure of the likely 
difference is given by the standard error, which indicates the extent to which 
an estimate might have varied by chance because only a sample of dwellings 
was included. There are about two chances in three that a sample estimate 
will differ by less than one standard error from the estimate that would have 
been obtained if all dwellings had been included, and about nineteen 
chances in twenty that the difference will be less than two standard errors. 
Another measure of sampling variability is the relative standard error which 
is obtained by expressing the standard error as a percentage of the estimate 
to which it refers. The relative standard error is a useful measure in that it 
provides an immediate indication of the percentage errors likely to have 
occurred due to sampling, and thus avoids the need to refer also to the size 
of the estimate. 


The imprecision due to sampling variability, which is measured by the 
standard error, should not be confused with inaccuracies that may occur 
because of imperfections in reporting by respondents, errors made in 
coliection such as in recording and coding data, and errors made in 
processing the data. Inaccuracies of this kind are referred to as 
non-sampling error and they may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a 
full count or a sampie. It is not possible to quantify non-sampling error, but 
every effort is made to reduce it to a minimum by careful design of 
questionnaires, intensive training and supervision of interviewers and 
efficient operating procedures. For the exampies on page 484, it ts assumed 
to be zero. In practice, the potential for non-sampling error adds to the 
uncertainty of the estimates caused by sampling variability. 


Space does not allow for the separate indication of the standard errors of all 
estimates in this publication. Standard errors of estimates for the period 
since September 1992 and of estimates of movements since December 1992 
to January 1993 are shown in tables A and B. Standard errors of other 
estimates should be determined by using tables F, 1, L and P. Standard 
errors of other monthly movements should be determined by using tables 
Db, E, G,J, M, O, and Q. Where these Technical Notes refer to table A or to 
table B, use those tables or the corresponding tables for the relevant period. 


The size of the standard error increases with the level of the estimate, so 
that the larger the estimate the larger is the standard error. However, it 
should be noted that the larger the sample estimate the smaller will be the 
standard error in percentage terms. Thus, larger sample estimates will be 
relatively more reliable than smaller estimates. 








As the standard errors in table A show, the smalier the estimate the higher is 
the relative standard error. Very small estimates are subject to such high 
standard errors (relative to the size of the estimate) as to detract seriously 
from their value for most reasonable uses. In the tables in this publication, 
omly estimates with relative standard errors of 25% or less (and percentages 
based on such estimates) are considered sufficiently reliable for most 
purposes. However, estimates and percentages with larger relative standard 
errors have been included and are preceded by an asterisk (e.g. *3.4} to 
indicate they are subject to high standard errors and should be used with 
caution. 


The movement in the level of an estimate is also subject to sampling 
variabihty. The standard error of the movement depends on the levels of the 
estimates from which the movement is obtained rather than the size of the 
movement. An indication of the magnitude of standard errors of monthly 
movements 1s given in table B. The estimates of standard error of monthly 
movements apply only to estimates of movements between two consecutive 
months. Movements between corresponding months of consecutive 
quarters (quarterly movements}, corresponding months of consecutive years 
(annual movements) and other non-consecutive months, will generally be 
subject to somewhat greater sampling variability than is indicated in table B. 
Standard errors of quarterly movements can be obtained by multipiying the 
figures in table A by 1.11. Standard errors of all annual movements can be 
obtained by multiplying the figures in table A by 1.3. When using table A or 
table B to calculate standard errors of movements, refer to the larger of the 
two estimates from which the movement is derived. 


Examples of the calculation and use of standard errors are given below: 


s Consider an estimate for Australia of 500,000 employed persons aged 
15-19. By referring to table A, in the row for an estimate of 500,000 and 
the column for Australia, a standard error of 9,000 is obtained. There are 
about two chances in three that the true value (the number that would 
have been obtained if the whole population had been included in the 
survey) is within the range 491,000 to 509,000. There are about nineteen 
chances in twenty that the true value is in the range 482,000 to 518,000.

« Consider estimates for females employed part time in Australia of 
1,387,000 in one month and 1,400,000 in the next month. This 
represents an upward movement of 13,000. By referring to table B for the 
larger estimate of 1,400,000, 2 movement standard error of 9,800 is 
obtained (after applying linear interpolation and rounding). Therefore, 
there are about two chances in three that the true movement is in the

The relative standard errors of estimates of aggregate hours worked, average 
hours worked, average duration of unemployment, and median duration of 
unemployment are obtained by first finding the relative standard error of 
the estimate of the total number of persons contributing to the estimate (see 
table A} and then multiplying the figure so obtained by the following 
relevant factors: 


a Aggregate hours worked: 1.2 

« Average hours worked: 0.7 

a Average duration of unemployment: 1.3 
s Median duration of unemployment: 2.0 


The levels at which these and other iabour force estimates have a relative 
standard error of 25% are shown in tables C, H, K, N, and R 


The following is an exampie of the calculation of standard errors where the 
use of a factor is required. 


Consider a median duration of unemployment for Australia of 30 weeks, 
with an estimate of 4,000,000 persons unemployed. Table A gives the 
standard error as 11,800 which is 1.2% as a relative standard error. The 
factor of 2.0 is applied to the relative standard error of 1.2% to obtain 2.4%. 
Therefore the standard error for the median duration of unemployment is 
2.4% of 30 weeks, ie about 1 week So there are two chances in three that 
the median duration of unemployment is between 29 and 31 weeks, and 
about nineteen chances in pwenty that it is between 28 and 32 weeks. 


Proportions and percentages (for example, unemployment rates) formed 
from the ratio of two estimates are also subject to sampling error. The size 
of the error depends on the accuracy of both the numerator and 
denominator. The formula for the relative standard error (RSE) of a 
proportion or percentage is given below: 


RSE (x/y) = V[RSE (x)}7 — [RSE (y)]? 


Standard errors contained in tables A and B are designed to provide an 
average standard error applicable for all monthly labour force survey 
estimates. Analysis of the standard errors applicable to particular survey 
estimates has shown that the standard errors of estimates of employment 
are generally equivaient to those shown in tables A and B, while standard 
errors for estimates of unemployment and persons not in the labour force 
are approximately 32% and 11% respectively higher than those shown in the 
tables. Standard errors for capital cities are approximately the same as those 
for corresponding States.
